Heat and Warmth 
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Real Vermont? 

A few weeks ago, I visited my 
hometown in Connecticut as I 
do several times a year to spend time 
with siblings. Much has changed sińce 
I moved away in 1985 — dairy farms 
and open fields have been replaced by 
upscale housing 
developments — 
but by far the most 
notable difFerence 
is the explosion of 
big-box Stores that 
linę a stretch of 
Route 7 that runs 
through town. 

It was an area 
of commerce even 
decades ago — a 
Caldor storę, a 
movie theater, a 
pizza place and 
o a smali grocery storę were the anchors. 

5 But back then, those businesses were

% just down the road from an old inn 
o with a lovely pond, a tractor shop, a 

o 

l baseball field and a large chicken farm. 
Ali of those artifacts of an 
earlier era are now gone. In their 
place are miles of furniture outlets, 
discount chains, home improvement 
centers, clothing Stores and grocery 
superstores. They seem to multiply 
in number and expand in size daily. 
During my most recent visit, I noticed 
that the already enormous Costco 
had recently engulfed a neighboring 
business and is now selling gas. 

When I come back to Montpelier, 

I revel in our smali local restaurants, 
downtown shops and old-style hardware 
Stores. Yet I'd be untruthful if I didnt 
say I envied certain aspects of life in 
my old hometown. Errands that here 
can take hours because of the distances 
between Stores can be accomplished in 
mere minutes there; the choices are morę 
varied and the prices often cheaper.

In a State that prides itself on its 
“brand” as much as Vermont does, 
making such an admission can feel close 
to heresy. Here, simple everyday choices 
often seem weighted with expectation. 
The conscientious Vermonter is supposed 
to embrace local retailers, regardless 
of price, and shun others, notably 
national behemoths like Walmart. 

But it turns out Im not alone 
in my conflicted feelings. In her 
comprehensively reported profile, 

“The Developer” (page 38), Kim Asch 
raises ąuestions that may make some 
Vermonters uneasy, topics that make 
us examine what we want Vermont 
to be versus how we really live. 

(For instance, it turns out that the 
Williston Walmart is one of the best 
performing Walmarts in the country .) 

“Something in the last 10 years has 
changed,” says Jeff Davis, the subject of 
Asch s profile. Davis, a native Vermonter, 
is the mastermind behind the big~box 
development in Williston and is in the 
process of bringing two new Walmarts 
to northern Vermont. “It may be partly 
the down economy, it may be partly that 
people are morę used to and accepting 
of Walmart,” says Davis, “but the 
company literally has communities 
courting them, asking for these Stores.” 

Don t misunderstand me; I live here 
precisely because it is not like so many 
other places in the United States that 
have become anonymous, cookie-cutter 
suburbs. My career is focused on drawing 
attention to our special quality of life. 

I appreciate the personal attention 
and better service I get in smali Stores. 

If retail sprawi gains the upper hand, 
eroding our downtowns and plowing 
under every vestige of our agrarian 
history, we will have lost our soul. But 
its important to have discussions about 
growth within a real context, and not 
in some fantasy version of our lives. 
Aschs article is a good place to start. 
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With so much to offer, it's no wonder 
/ermont is a top destination for getaways 
ill year round. And the most wonderful way

Ludlow

L ike many Vermont 
communities, Ludlow 
developed as a mili town, but 
by the 1950S most of those mills had 
closed and community leaders were 
searching for a new way to prosper. 
They looked no farther than Okemo 
Mountain, rising 3,344 feet directly 
from Main Street — a perfect fit for 
skiing, the new boom sport of the 
day. On Jan. 31, 1956, Okemo opened 
with two Poma lifts and four inches 
of snów. 

The ski area sputtered along until 
1982, when Tim and Dianę Mueller 
purchased it, and sińce then, the 
couple has gradually transformed it 
into one of the top ski areas in the 
East. The mountain is a haven for 
beginners and intermediates who 
relish the wide trails and immaculate 
grooming, but experts can also find 
enjoyable skiing in some long woods 
trails and bump runs. The place is 
sprawling — 650 acres, 119 trails, 19 
lifts — and the total experience is a 
crowd-pleaser. Last year, Ski magazine 
readers ranked Okemo at No. 4 
overall in eastern North America, 
including No. 1 for service, and it 
received Top 5 ratings for lodging, 
family programs, terrain parks,

on-mountain food, lifts, snów and 
grooming. 

As the Muellers built their ski 
resort, they also actively promoted the 
town of Ludlow, which offers many 
pleasant diversions, Downtown is 
now dotted with unique shops, like 
the Book Nook, where customers can 
receive io percent off one item if they 
know who wrote a linę from a given 
book, quoted daily on a blackboard 
behind the cash register (e.g., "There 
was imperative need to be constantly 
alert, for these dogs and men were not 
town dogs and men. They were savages, 
all of them, who knew no law but the 
law of club and fang." Answer: "The 
Cali of the Wild" by Jack London). 
Other shops sell eclectic womens 
clothing (Chapter XIV), stylish 
VermonMnade childrens clothes 
(Fleece on Earth) and Vermont wares, 
gifts and ski decor (Blue Sky Trading 
Company). 

Ludlow is also a great town for 
those who fancy themselves artisans 
but don t know where to start. Learn 
to knit a sweater at Six Loose Ladies, a 
quirky yarn and textile shop down the 
road in Proctorsville. Or try watercolor 
painting or silk scarf dying at the

The school — located in a farmhouse 
and barns once owned by one of 
Ludlows founders — has so many 
one-day classes in everything from 
metalwork to needle-felting that 
you could spend every weekend here 
learning a new craft. 

Families, though, will have a hard 
time wandering far from Okemo. At 
the Jackson Gore base area, which 
opened in 2003, there are plenty of 
activities beyond skiing and riding, 
such as a tubing hill with magie 
carpet lift, covered skating rink, snów

S ome time in 2013, likely the fali, the nations largest discount retailer 
is scheduled to finally open a storę on the outskirts of St. Albans City, and 
shoppers will be greeted with a phrase that some worried — while others 
hoped — would never be uttered there: " Welcome to Walmart.” 

That day cant come soon enough for real estate-developer Jeff 
Davis, who sińce 2004 has invested vast amounts of money and mamhours in 
a protracted battle to put the I46,ooosquare-foot storę on a former cornfield 
a couple miles north of the downtown. Opponents argued the franchise 
would sap business from the monvand-pop shops along Main Street, causing 
some to wither and die while diluting Vermont's quintessential smalbtown 
character. But Davis convinced Walmart to push forward by agreeing that he would 
assume all of the financial risk during the drawn-out approval process. 











Davis will profit handsomely from his 
perseverance, as he has in the past, and 
most likely will again. 

He pioneered Willistons big- 
box shopping district by bringing a 
Walmart and other national franchises 
to Taft Corners and is currently in the 
early stages of a deal to build a Super 
Walmart in the town of Derby, outside 
Newports business district in the 
Northeast Kingdom. 

As he steadfastly goes about reshap- 
ing northern Vermont's retail landscape, 
it would be easy to dismiss Davis as a 
business-sawy slickster unconcerned 
with the State s long-term well-being. But 


the 6o-year-old is a lifelong Vermonter 
and respected community philanthropist 
with deep roots here who believes hes 
doing the right thing. He forces the rest 
of us to think about the conflict between 
the States folksy image and the needs of 
the real people who live here, and what 
that means for Vermont's identity. 

"Vermont is a special place and has a 
wonderful sense of community, but our 
people also want goods and they want 
Iow prices, just like they would anywhere 
else,” says Davis. He regularly stakes out 
the entrance to see whos shopping at 
the Williston storę — which, he points 
out, is among the highest-performing

locations in the nation — and says he 
feels vindicated by what he sees. 

“You get reminded that were not 
a wealthy State when you get out of 
Burlington. If the average Vermonter 
goes out and saves $30 or $40 every time 
they visit Walmart, thats a big deal. 
And if you go stand by that door, you 
see that those are the people who are 
going there. Almost everybody shops 
there sometimes, but average working 
Vermonters are the people who benefit 
most. So that gives me great comfort.” 

D avis grew up in Burlington 
observing how his homemaker 
mother, Phiddy, carefully stretched 
a dollar to feed a family of six. His father, 
Dudley, started his career as a teller at 
Merchants Bank. Young Davis watched 
his father take part-time jobs in the 
evenings to make ends meet, including 
running the ticket booth at University of 
Vermonts athletic events, and absorbed 
his work ethic. 

Dudley Davis advanced at Merchants 
Bank and ultimately ran the business as

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its president and chief executive ofhcer. 
On the weekends, he d drive around 
the region with young JefF to check out 
properties and businesses whose loans he 
administered. He helped a lot of people 
with their first car or first home loan, 
was an advocate for affordable housing, 
and provided start-up funding for several 
essential Vermont companies, including 
IDX and Ben and Jerrys. “I caught the 
real estate bug from my dad,” Davis says. 
"I was very lucky because of who I had for 
a father. My dad knew a lot of people, and 
he taught me a lot that other people didnt 
have the benefit of learning.” 

Davis followed in his parents' 
footsteps and attended UVM, 
majoring in political science during an 
exciting time (Vietnam and Watergate 
dominated the news), He liked it fine, but 
he preferred his summer construction 
jobs — and that work won out when he 
had the opportunity to go fuli time in 
the middle of his last semester in 1974. 
"I didnt graduate. I have nine credit- 
hours left that I get a lot of grief about. 
Im embarrassed about it. Its not a

A blighted building becomes an arłists' hub, lifting a Burlington neighborhood

arold Kapłan was painting the smali 
bedroom of his apartment in the Rosę Street 
Artists' Co-op — and trying to keep his dogs 
taił out of the wet paint. Back in 1997 when he 
moved into the newly renovated Old North End 
buildiiig) tb^bedroom was his pottery studio, crowded with a kiln, 
clay mixer and wheel It still has a view of treetops and slate-shingled 
neighboring houses, but earlier this year, the room was being readied 
for the baby he and his girlfriend are expecting this winter. 

Kapłan was among the first artists to qualify for one of the 
dozen loft-style apartments carved out of a historie bakery 
turned vacant neighborhood eyesore. Securing a rental home in 
the affordable, live/work cooperative allowed him to quit his day 
job and focus on his art. Gradually, sales of Kaplans functional 
pottery, from dinnerware to bathroom sinks, grew to the point 
where he both needed and could afford a separate studio. 

At the co-ops start, Kapłan recalled, almost every resident was 
in their 20S or early 30S and single. The character of the co-op has 
naturally evolved over time. The bright central gallery space at the 
heart of the building is often hung with art by residents and other 
local artists, filled with musie or spoken-word poetry from a public 
coffeehouse, or animated with the rhythmic movement of a dance 
rehearsal or performance. And on any given afternoon, it is just as 
likely to host a wild gamę of tag or a cluster of its youngest residents 
sprawled on the floor with paper and pens, the next generation of 
artists. "The co-op keeps morphing and growing," Kapłan said. 

One thing that remains constant is the mutual support among 
members, who currently include musicians, singer-songwriters, 
dancers, actors, a musie sign language interpreter and other 
performance artists; painters, sculptors, a printmaker and a puppet- 
maker; poets and writers. Over the years, there have been jewelers, 
woodworkers, glass artists and photographers. No matter their 
medium, Kapłan said, there have always been "people you can count 
on, rely on" as a sounding board, a collaborator, or simply to afhrm 
that a creative career is worth pursuing even when monetary rewards 
are modest and the day job still a necessity. 

The financial hurdles facing artists drove the co-op's creation; 
community revitalization efforts also played a role. The red brick 
building at the north end of Rosę Street was originally built in 1915 
as Mama Moquin's bakery. It became a warehouse in the 1970S and 
then slowly deteriorated, as Brenda Torpy of Champlain Housing 
Trust puts it, into "a big hulking vacancy that was hard on the

neighborhood.” Around the same time that the neighborhood 
association asked the city for help, a rangę of organizations was 
studying the need for affordable artist housing and studio space. 
“Burlington is an expensive place to live,” said Doreen Kraft, 
executive director for Burlington City Arts. “The morę that we can 
support spaces where artists can live and work in one place, the 
morę theyre going to thrive in this community.” And when artists 
thrive, experience shows, others benefit too. “Artists animate a 
neighborhood. Theyre good neighbors,” said Kraft. 

After local businessman Antonio Pomerleau donated the 
property to the Housing Trust, it partnered with the citys 
Community and Economic Development Office to develop the 
project. Local artists participated from the beginning. Over two cold 
days in November 1995, the battered building hosted its inaugural 
performance, masterminded by Vermont dance artist Hannah 
Dennison who recruited Rosę Street neighbors and former bakery 
employees as well as local dancers. Thirty performers and 300 
audience members helped jump-start fundraising of $1.6 million. 

Fifteen years later, the Rosę Street co-op has proven its power to 
connect the community. Marnie Cooney lived next door for almost 
20 years. “The co-op was really good for the neighborhood. It was 
really good for the Street," said Cooney. “Other young people bought 
houses, the same type of people as in the co-op. And they all work 
with the neighborhood.” Jean Waltz bought her own house on the 
corner of Cedar and Rosę streets with the help of the Housing Trust 
10 years ago. The artist and art teacher mounts an annual student 
show in the co-ops gallery, freąuents events there and works closely 
with co-op members on the Old North End Ramble each year. 
“It really helps get a balance in the neighborhood," Waltz said. “I 
just see the Rosę Street co-op as a community resource." Across 
Vermont, according to Polly Nichol of the Vermont Housing and 
Conservation Board, a few similar projects have renovated historie 
buildings into income-ąualified, artist-targeted housing in North 
Bennington, Bellows Falls and West Rutland. “The arts community 
is a really important partner in revitalizing downtowns and village 
centers," she said.

eyond their own artistic work, many co-op residents 
seed their passion through teaching. Tve always wanted 
to be a teacher, even morę than being a dancer," said Lois 
Trombley, who teaches for FlynnArts, the University of Vermont and 
Urban Dance Complex. Trombley sometimes rehearses groups or 
offers pop-up classes in the gallery.“I have the space to dance here," she 
said,“and I probably wouldnt be able to afford to be a dance teacher if I 
didnt live here.” Kim Jordan was about to leave Burlington after many 
years when she was accepted to the co-op. Living there has given her 
“the space, the independence” to pursue graduate studies and develop 
theater-based programs on bullying prevention and conflict resolution,

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City meets 
country when 
Vermont tree 
sellers hit 
the streets 
of New York

B ud Vana is 

immortalized in 
the holiday 

photographs of strangers 
— the nice young man from 
Vermont who carried a heavy 
balsam fir several blocks to 
their Brooklyn apartment in 
unpleasant winter weather. 

For many families in 
Pearl River, N.Y., Fred Salo, 
of the Northeast Kingdom, 
is as much a part of their 
Christmastime tradition as 
a turkey dinner, even though 
they only see him once a year. 

Vermonters — tree 
farmers, wholesalers and 
retailers — have found 
a niche market selling 
Christmas trees in the New 
York City metropolitan 
region, where evergreens can 
retail for morę than $100. 

The amount seems shocking 
compared to tree prices at a 
farm in Yermont, but there

are many morę steps along the 
way, including transportation 
and accommodations. And the 
work is tough and grueling: 
long hours on ones feet; 
cold, unpredictable weather; 
physical demands that take 
their toll ("I was exhausted 
beyond anything I've ever felt 
before," Vana says."I must have 
lost about io pounds doing 
it.”); and its dirty ("Every 
night when I took off my shirt, 

I would have a necklace of 
needles around my neck,” he 
continues/and many needles in 
my hair.”). Theres a dark side 
to the business, too, as sellers, 
especially in Manhattan, sleep 
by their trees to prevent theft. 

But selling Christmas 
trees in the city region is 
rewarding, and not just 
financially. Vermonters can have 
a change of pace from country 
living, and they can be part 
of what is generally a warm, 
special moment for families. 

"Its kind of a harbinger 
of Christmas when we set up 
down there,” says Salo, who has 
been selling trees in the greater 
New York City area for morę 
than three decades."Some have 
bought from me for 35 years. 
On the flip side, there are some 
people who dont show up, and 
you surmise they are no longer 
with us .” 

Salo brings a tractor-trailer 
fuli of his farms balsam and 


Fraser firs (though many of 
his customers refer to them 
as "pine”) and sells for three 
weeks beginning around 
Thanksgiving in a city park. 

Others, like Vana, are 
part of a resale operation, 
buying from wholesalers, 
filling a U-Haul and retailing 
on sidewalks throughout 
Brooklyn. (Vana worked when 
he was between undergraduate 
and medical school, piecing 
together part-time jobs.) 

These Vermonters help 
customers choose the right tree 
for their home, basing it on 
size, fullness and aroma. They 
then saw ofF the bottom for a 
fresh cut, wrap the tree and tie 
it on top of the customers car, 
or in the city, deliver it by foot 
(up to 10 blocks). 

Adam Parkę, a tree grower 
from Barton, sells a total of 
4,000 to 5,000 each year at 
eight locations in Brooklyn. 

He and his crew, about a 
dozen fulbtime employees 
and 10 part-time workers, 
are busiest on the weekends, 
and sometimes work until 1 
or 2 a.m. setting up trees in 
customers apartments (he 
sells stands too). Theres little 
luxury, even for Parkę, who 
sleeps on the floor,"lined up 
like sardines," in an apartment 
owned by a woman whose son 
was involved in Glover s Bread 
and Puppet Theater. Parkę 


has been selling in New York 
for over a decade, has learned 
the various neighborhoods 
and plans accordingly — taller 
trees for the morę welbto- 
do neighborhoods where 
apartments are morę likely to 
have higher ceilings; smaller, 
morę economical trees for 
working-class neighborhoods. 
"Hipsters," Vana says,"were 
always looking for the 
scrawniest Christmas trees — 
Charlie Brown types — and 
some were disappointed with 
our fairly healthy trees." 

One thing Parkę doesnt 
have to coordinate is city 
permits. New York City law 
allows "coniferous trees" to 
be sold during the month of 
December — a fact he often 
has to educate inąuiring law 
enforcement about. 

His trees are popular with 
Vermonters now living in 
New York, including the many 
Middlebury College graduates 
who live in Brooklyn Heights. 

"Everybody down there 
has a Vermont story," Parkę 
says."They're constantly 
asking us questions about 
Vermont, asking where we 
live in Vermont. And they just 
cant imagine we live way up 
near the border. We get a lot of 
people asking if were anywhere 
near the New Jersey linę."

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to have a variety of sizes, shapes and 
price tags, and salespeople cant be 
pushy — customers want to feel that 
they have chosen their tree. Vana found 
that regardless of religion or ethnicity, a 
familys first child was inspiration to get 
a Christmas tree, even for people who 
never had one growing up. 

“Theres a certain excitement 
about getting ready to go down to the 
Christmas tree lot, and planning your 
inventory and price rangę," Salo says. 
"Years like this where its a little tougher, 
do you bring morę cheaper trees? It — 
getting ready to do battle, as I refer to 
it — can be fun, and I never take it for 
granted" 

Dressed in his hammed-up 
Vermonter "uniform" (a Vermont 
bumper sticker slapped on a T-shirt 
worn over old cross-country skiing 
clothes; wild, longer-than-usual hair and 
beard), Vana found himself posing for 
photographs and acting as an unoflficial 
Vermont tourism spokesperson and 
the confidante of sentimental fathers. 
Haggling over size and price wasnt 
uncommon (though at $15 a foot in 
Brooklyn, thats not surprising). In 
that fashion, Salo likens himself to a 
bartender: With emotions running 
strong during the holiday season, he sees 
a lot of joy, but sometimes customers are 
down and share sad news. 

But the adventure, income and firn 
are worth it. Salo points to a time when 
one of his salespeople received a $10 tip 
from a person who looked at several 
trees, but didnt even make a purchase. 
Vana received cash, but also unusual 
tokens of gratitude, including a nice glass 
of bourbon and tickets to see Wilco and 
Neil Young at Madison Square Garden.

of history: a fire-singed spot in an original 
wooden floor, letters from an old bakery 
sign hanging on one wali. The Looby 
family of six has lived just ofF the gallery 
for morę than a decade in a joyous tumbie 
of art and musie. Puppets and paintings 
by Winnie hang everywhere, while 
guitars, banjos and a bass stand near a 
piano (inherited from another resident). 
A wali blooms with the beginnings of a 
mural by their children, aged 5 to 14.“We 
thought it would be nice for the kids 
to grow up in a community of artists/' 
said Ted, echoing other co-op parents. 
“Living here has allowed us to explore 
creative options, make some money and 
still pay the rent," added Winnie. Its also 
about prioritizing time and energy. If the 
family lived in a house, she said,“Wed be 
the one with threeToot grass that needs 
a paint job.” 

This isnt to say that living in the co~ 
op doesnt take efFort. Everyone shares 
building chores and serves on committees 
like conflict resolution and membership, 
which just screened prospects from the 
waiting list for the first time in morę 
than two years. Gallery show content 
has sometimes elicited strong reactions, 
requiring a balance between perceived 
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censorship and the comfort level of all 
residents. The subject of noise surfaces 
repeatedly, particularly among those in 
the audible arts who feel their ability 
to work is hampered by "paper-thin 
walls.” Original building plans included 
soundproof basement studios but 
funds ran out; they remain on the wish 
list. Energetic children also generate 
their share of noise. "It gets a little loud 
sometimes, but its always so joyful,” said 
Jennifer Blair, a printmaker, artist and 
art teacher who moved into Rosę Street 
almost five years ago with her teenage 
daughter and son, "and because were a 
co-op, we can problem-solve together. 

While some residents use the co- 
op as a stepping stone to buy their own 
place, many have madę it their long- 
term home. "You dont develop financial 
equity but you develop life equity,” noted 
Kapłan. And the co-op continues to 
share that Capital with its community. 
Both emerging and seasoned artists in 
Burlington who have worked with the 
gallery praise the co-ops accessibility 
while emphasizing that it feels like a"real" 
arts venue with big white walls and track 
lighting. After performing at a recent 
cofFeehouse, singer-songwriter Nate 
Orshan said,"Its got a very artsy, organie 
vibe and zero commercial element. Its 
about art for arts sake." 

OfF the tangerine-toned hallways 
of the second floor, performance artist 
Phinneas Sonin — an "instigator" of the 
Ramble and co-artistic director of the 
Spielpalast Cabaret with fellow Rosę 
Street resident Trombley — showed ofF 
his windmill art collection and scampered 
up a staircase of stacked antique furniture 
to his loft bed."I think the Rosę Street co- 
op brings a sense of creative pride to the 
neighborhood," he said. "Theres support 
for peopies art to be shared." Grabbing a 
few balls and juggling them as he talked, 
Sonin explained, as many Rosę Street 
members might, why the creative live/ 
work community is a fit for him:"I dont 
separate doing the art from the living.” #

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Like many people, chef 
Sevie Cartularo did not fali in love 
with Brussels sprouts at first bite. 

"My grandmother would make them for Thanksgiving,” 
recalls Cartularo, of Buono Appetito, in Shelburne. “They 
were boiled and just the smell of them madę me hate them." 

Rxecutive chef Dennis Vieira of the Red Clover Inn in 
Mendon did not grow up with Brussels sprouts, which is 
perhaps why he morę easily appreciated the bite-size green 
globes when^foe hrst cooked them in a Boston restaurant. 
He admits that the duck fat in which they were caramelized 
probably helped. 

Both chefs agree that the common home cooking 
techniąue of boiling them down to mush does not do 
sprouts any favors. 

In early fali, Vieira likes to buy the first tiny marble- 
sized sprouts on the stalk from local farms, such as Radical 
Roots, Boardman Hill Farm or Alchemy Gardens, and 
saute them whole with toasted garlic for a nutty flavor. He 
leaves them a little crisp, and yes, hes likely to use a little 
pork or duck fat to help them out. 

In winter, when local greens are at a premium, Vieira 
might feature the larger morę maturę sprouts raw in the 
salad he shares on the following page, their slight bitter edge 
balanced perfectly with sweet nuggets of butternut squash, 
reduced cider and rich bacon and mushrooms. 

Despite his early, scarring experiences with Brussels 
sprouts, Cartularos eyes (and palate) were opened to their 
potential while cooking in a San Francisco restaurant 
where they were deep-fried. He tweaked the recipe and 
introduced it as a winter appetizer special when he came 
home to run the kitchen at his familys third-generation 
Italian restaurant. 

Cartularo started evangelizing on the sprouts behalf 
while working the bar on Sunday nights. "I can probably 
count 15 regular customers Rve changed from Brussels 
sprouts haters to Brussels sprouts Wers with this dish, 
Cartularo says/Tm kind of scared to ever take them off the 
menu." 

Among the fans of his fried sprouts with crispy capers, 
garlic and parsley is Cartularos mother, who eats them 
tossed with spaghetti. 

Despite the success of this particular recipe, Cartularo 
has yet to fully embrace the Brussels sprout. Its probably 
the only way I'll ever cook them," he admits.

Crispy Brussels Sproułs

A t THE RESTAURANT, Sevie 

Cartularo uses the deep fryer to 
separately fry each ingredient, but it 
comes out very well with a high-heat roast 
too. Do as Cartularos mother does and 
toss them with spaghetti for a satisfying 
main dish. 

i pound (about 24 large) Brussels 
sprouts 

3 tablespoons plus 1 cup olive oil 
2/4 tablespoons capers, rinsed well 
and patted very dry 
5 fat cloves garlic, thinly sliced 
Vi cup loosely packed fresh flat-leaf 
parsley leaves, rinsed and patted dry 
2 tablespoons freshly squeezed 
lemon juice 
Fine salt, to taste 

Preheat the oven to 425 F. Trim the 


base of each Brussels sprout and slice 
each in half through the root and then 
into quarters. Place them in a serving 
bowl and toss with 2 tablespoons of the 
olive oil. Spread the Brussels sprouts 
on a rimmed cookie sheet or shallow 
roasting pan. Roast in the oven for 15 
minutes, tossing once. 

While the Brussels sprouts are 
roasting, heat the cup of olive oil in a 
medium-sized frying pan over medium- 
high heat. (It should be about %-inch 
deep.) Prepare a piąte lined with paper 
towels. When the oil is shimmering, 
carefully add the (very dry) capers to 
the pan and cook for 2 minutes until 
bloomed (yes, like a flower) and crispy.

In a smali pot, set 
over medium heat, 
bring apple cider to 
a boil, reduce heat 
and simmer until it 
is reduced by half, 
about 10 minutes. 

Set aside. 

Trim Brussels 
sprouts and remove 
any tough outer 
leaves. Slice each 
in half and, with 


cut side down, finely slice each sprout. 
(Alternately, after trimming, run whole 
Brussels sprouts through the slicing 
blade of a food processor.) You will have 
a mix of slices and fine shreds. Place 
shredded Brussels sprouts in a serving 
bowl that can handle hot ingredients. 

Set a saute pan over medium- 
high heat and add the sliced bacon. 

Cook, about 5—6 minutes, stirring 
occasionally, until the bacon just starts 
to turn color. Add the diced butternut 
squash and toss with the bacon and fat. 
Continue to saute, 4-5 minutes, until 
the squash starts to color. Add the sliced 
mushrooms, toss and continue to saute, 
stirring occasionally, until the bacon 
is crisp, the squash is cooked and the 
mushrooms are golden, another 6-7 
minutes. Stir in the thyme leaves and 
sherry vinegar and cook, stirring, another 
30 seconds. 

Pour the hot mixture over the 
Brussels sprouts in the serving bowl. 

Add the reduced cider and about 1 
tablespoon olive oil and toss everything 
together. (Depending on the amount 
of fat from the bacon, you may want to 
add a little morę olive oil.) Taste and 
season with salt and freshly ground black 
pepper.

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good example to set for the kids," he 
confesses. "I was tired of school, and I 
loved construction so much. ... When 
I left, my parents said, ‘Thats fine, but 
you oughta finish sometime/ I haven't 
done it, but it s on my bucket list." 

On the job, Davis excelled. He 
soon started his own business to tap 
into monies provided by the federal 
Environmental Protection Agencys 
pollution abatement program, building 
sewer treatment plants, sewer pump 
stations and sewer pipę lines for the 
towns of Fairfax, Milton and Swanton. 
He also built the road for Costco in 
Colchester, developed by Ray Pecor, 
who was a good friend of his fathers. 

Pecor, owner of the Vermont Lakę 
Monsters and former owner of Lakę 
Champlain Ferries, has been a strong 
mentor, Davis says, and over the years 
the men have collaborated on morę 
development projects together. Pecor 
counters that it s Davis who has taught 
him. "He has morę patience than I do. 
He is very positive and optimistic," he 
says. "Never, not once, have I seen him 
get angry. Never." 

By the time he was 28, Davis was able 
to buy his home on the back of Mount 
Mansfield on a couple of hundred 
mostly forested acres in Underhill 
Center, where he hikes every day, chops 
his own firewood and spends much of 
his spare time clearing trails for cross- 
country skiers, who he allows to use 
the property. The house is a sprawling 
former UVM camp that Davis and his 
wife, Karen, have lovingly restored and 
expanded over the last three decades. 
They raised their son and two daughters 
there and are empty-nesters now that 
the youngest is ofFat college. 

In 2004, Davis and his siblings 
contributed $4 million to construction 
of the $70 million Dudley H. Davis 
Center at UVM, in honor of their 
dad, whose philanthropy was mostly 
anonymous over the years. "Ray Pecor 
and my dad both taught me that when 
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you give back, it feels good, but when 
you give back and nobody knows, it 
feels even better. Ray and my dad were 
masters at that." 

I n 1993, the National Trust for 
Historie Preservation madę the 
unusual move of placing the 
entire State of Vermont on its list of 
endangered sites because of the threat 
of “behemoth Stores/' specifically 
Walmarts, to its unique communities 
and independent character. It put 
Vermont on the list again in 2004. 
Paul Bruhn, executive director of 
Preservation Trust of Vermont, says 
the State needs to heed this warning. 
“If Vermont turns out to look like 
Anywhere, USA, we'll have serious 
regrets. Vermonts economic strength 
is rooted in our brand,” he explains. 
Bruhn grew up in Burlington on 
Shelburne Road, just a short walk 
from where Davis was raised on 
Crescent Road, and was a classmate of 
Davis' older sister at Burlington High 
School. The men took very different 
career paths: “I always thought that 
maybe we got something different in 
the water,” he says. “Were marginally 
civil to each other/' 

Bruhn has been one of Davis' 
most vocal opponents and, along 
with the Vermont Natural Resources 
Council and a group of Franklin 
County residents, was instrumental in 
holding up the St. Albans' Walmart 
for nearly 20 years. He insists that his 
Burlingtombased group is not opposed 
to Walmart, per se. “We get that a lot 
of people with limited resources want 
and need to buy things at a discount. 
For us, its all about size and scalę." 

In St. Albans, Bruhn attempted 
to persuade Davis and Walmart to 
choose a location within the city where 
a smaller storę could enhance the 
vitality of the downtown. He points to 
the 70,ooo-square-foot Walmart that 
opened in downtown Rutland in 1997

as an example of a happy compromise. 
"In Rutland, from the time Walmart 
signed the lease, it got the permits, 
rebuilt the storę, stocked it and opened 
it within eight months. Thats because 
we worked very closely with Walmart 
and were fully supportive of the 
downtown Walmart." 

Davis says he and Walmart 
explored the possibility of locating in 
St. Albans City, but concluded that 
parking and trafhc flow could not be 
accommodated and settled on the 
location along Route 7 at Exit 20 off 
E89. Davis did agree to substantial 
concessions to mitigate any negative 
impact on St. Albans City. He bought 
four existing downtown buildings and 
agreed to refrain from leasing to a new 
movie theater so as not to compete 
with the smali, family-owned Welden 
Theater on North Main Street or the 
St. Albans Drive-In Theatre, owned by 
the same family, directly across from 
the new Walmart storę. 

Michele Bessett, owner of As the 
Crow Flies, a specialty kitchen storę 
on Main Street, says she is concerned 
about competing with Walmart, but 
cant muster any negative feelings 
toward Davis. For starters, she says, 
"He s been a fantastic neighbor." 

Davis purchased the Ralston 
building next door to Bessett and 
showed he understood the concerns 
of downtown merchants by carefully 
choosing his tenants — an antique and 
specialty-goods boutique and a yarn 
shop. "It could have been something 
like an insurance agent, which is a death 
knell for a downtown," she says. "He 
held out for really good businesses. He 
plans upgrades to the buildings too." 

Bessett says she is cautiously 
optimistic about the futurę. Its been 
several years sińce Franklin County 
shoppers have been able to buy basie 
home goods locally — Ames, Ben 
Franklin and Woolworth closed long 
ago — and she hopes morę of them 
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Cottages, Independent Living, Residential Care 
and Rosę Lane Memory Care.

stay in the area to spend their money, 
instead of heading to Williston or 
across Lakę Champlain to Plattsburgh, 
N.Y., once they have the option 
of going to the nearby Walmart. 
Besides, Bessetts merchandise is 
different from Walmarts: “My 
philosophy is you buy something once 
and it lasts. I think a cutting board 
should last io years," she says. “I do try 
and carry items at different price points. 

I realize not everyone is looking for the 
carrot peeler of their dreams. But if I 
notice the $1.99 carrot peelers are no 
longer selling, then I'll have to do some 
serious tweaking. Thats what the free- 
enterprise system is all about." 

Bruhn is less hopeful about 
the fallout from Walmart and less 
conciliatory toward Davis: “I think 
hes wrong, and I wish he had been 
a little morę open to downtown 
locations," he says. “Whats happened 
is a huge disappointment, and I 
believe we will pay a pretty big price." 

I ast year, Jeff Davis was 
recognized by the Burlington 
Business Association with the Tim 
Halvorson Award for "outstanding 
contribution to the economic vitality 
of Burlington." Its a particularly 
welcome afhrmation, sińce some in 
the Burlington business community 
predicted he would have the opposite 
impact on the Queen City back in 1997 
when the Williston Walmart opened. 

He says 90 percent of the criticism 
directed at him over Walmart has been 
cordial, expressed in the letters sections 
of newspapers or in public meetings. 
In person, “I hear morę from the other 
side. I get lots of pats on the back and 
expressions of thanks for sticking with 
it, that kind of thing." 

Davis helped build the 
infrastructure for Church Street 
Marketplace back in 1980 and remains 
invested in downtown Burlington. 
He owns the Courthouse Plaża at

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the bottom of Church Street and the 
Richardson building, which once 
housed Abernathy s department storę, 
at the top. He drives into work every 
day from his home in Underhill to the 
same modest office in the attic of the 
old brick beauty, as he has for the past 
28 years. 

"People look at this building and 
say youre a sustainable developer," he 
says. "And they look at Walmart and 
say it s just a box, theres nothing good 
about that building. Fair argument. 
Will it be there in 100 years like this 
one was? Maybe not. But where will we 
be buying our goods in 100 years? No 
one knows.” 

On one wali of the office hang fuli- 
page newspaper ads from the St. Albans 
Messenger filled with the names of 12,023 
people who signed on to support the 
Walmart. The effort to collect the names 
was led by Ray Gadue, 73, of Swanton, 
a machinist who owns a lucrative 
manufacturing business in Highgate. 
He paid about $6,000 to publish the two 
rounds of ads in 2008 after yet another 
appeal was filed because, he says, "My 
daughter and I were so darned disgusted 
about Walmart being held up for years 
and years." 

Later, he helped organize a pro- 
Walmart rally held in the large athletic 
arena in St. Albans. Morę than 1,000 
people attended, including officials 
from the city of St. Albans and then- 
Gov. Jim Douglas. There were hot dogs 
and musie and lots of red, white and 
blue. Supporting Walmart was cast as 
an act of patriotism. 

"I dont care where you go and 
buy your stuff; you can go to the most 
expensive storę, but it s all going to be 
madę in China anyway," Gadue says. 
"St. Albans needs something to start 
drawing people here. All our traffic is 
going to Burlington or Plattsburgh." 

The citizens of Newport and Derby 
have expressed the same eagerness 
as they await construction of a new 
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Walmart superstore on a suburban 
road outside Newport City on land 
owned by Davis in Derby. “Derby 
reached out to us and literally asked us 
to come," Davis says. "We said the same 
thing as in St. Albans, ‘We gotta know 
theres public support. We have to be 
able to go to Walmart and say it's not 
going to be a io-year fight.'" Newport 
and Derby sought voters' input in a 
nonbinding ballot question and about 
85 percent indicated their approval of 
the project. 

“Something in the last 10 years has 
changed," Davis says. “It may be partly 
the down economy, it may be partly that 
people are morę used to and accepting 
of Walmart, but the company literally 
has communities courting them, asking 
for these Stores." 

B ack in his woods on a stellar 
Vermont summer day, Davis 
seems utterly at home in his own 
skin and in his home State. “Once I've 
studied a project, believe its the right 
thing to do, and I think we can get it 
done, I dont look back. I think some 
people would say I dont listen or I'm 
not willing to be flexible. I disagree 
with that, but I think its a fair 
criticism," he says. 

Everyone would like to turn back 
the clock, even him. "I'd love to have 
Vermont back the way it was when I 
was a kid. It was a charming, smali- 
town place. It still is, but it s bigger and 
morę sophisticated and a little bit less 
innocent." 

If theres anything hes learned 
growing up here, its to be a realist. 
“Growth created the need for 
Walmart; Walmart didnt create 
the growth. Walmart is a reaction 
to a population base and so is a lot 
of development," he says. "I use that 
in good-natured debates with some 
people who disagree with me. I say, 
maybe you had something to do with 
Walmart wanting to be here." #

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VL: What was life like for you growing 
up on the farm?

Jon Ramsay: 

Rooted in dairy 
traditions, straddling 
new approaches to 

conseruation and farming 


J on Ramsay grew up on a smali 
dairy farm in Greensboro and continues 
to farm there today with his parents. Now 
married with a 2-year-old son, Ramsay 
has seen the family s herd change from 
Holsteins to grassTed Black Angus, but 
the rituals of work remain the same — 
up at dawn, checking on the cows, doing 
chores. In addition, Ramsay holds a fu.ll- 


time job as director of the Vermont Land 
Trust Farmland Access Program, which 
links farming to conservation. Ramsay 
embodies two pillars of the Vermont ethic 
— stewardship of the land and upholding 
agriculture. 


VL: Farmers' sons and daughters, 
knowing the work and risk involved, have 
been known to run from the profession 
at the first opportunity. Not you? 

JR: Weil, I didnt study agriculture at 
UVM. I did my Bachelor of Science 
in ecology ... but I've been farming all 
my life. I love having cows. We sold 
our dairy herd in 2001, but we ve never 
not had cows. Now we have a farm 
business, Sawmill Brook Farm, run by 
my parents and me. We have 85 to 90 
mostly registered Black Angus. We sell 
the beef at Greensboro and Hardwick 
farmers markets and at Willey s Storę in 
Greensboro and the animals for breeding 
stock, and its been really great.

for conservation. We buy it, conserve it 
and sell it to the farmer. Im working with 
new entrepreneurial farmers who are really 
capmring the diversified farm and local 
food thats going on in the State, but they 
dont have secure tenure to land. Land is the 
number-one barrier to farmers. I help them 
get on land affordably; I work with them on 
financing, the legał process, permitting. Its 
a multilayered process, with a lot of moving 
pieces to keep it all together. 

VL: Helping people realize their dream 
of owning land must resonate with you 
because of your own family s story. 

IR: At the end of the day, youre helping 
someone buy their first farm. Its literally 
a life-changing event. You develop a deep 
relationship with these people. It can 
take three or four years sometimes to 
find a place for people, and you re with 
them, inch by inch, in this long process. 

VL: In both your jobs, theres a mix of 
conservation and agriculture. Why do 


conservation and agriculture work so 
well together in Yermont? 

JR: In Yermont, people value the working 
landscape, and they respect how hard it is 
to farm. Some places might have neighbor 
troubles with noises and smells, but overall, 
this State is friendly toward agriculture. 

I remember a farmer standing out in 
a held in the middle of his big Addison 
County farm saying part of the reason he 
was farming was the land. People have such 
deep connections to their land, and they 
put so much into it that conservation is 
something that is easily done because they 
care about the lands futurę. The reality is 
farming is conservation, its utilizing the land 
but not over-utilizing it; because if you do 
that, youre hurting your next years crop. 

VL: As a traditional farmer, how 
do you relate to the "new” farmers of 
Yermont? 

JR: At YLT, IVe been working with 
a couple of Dartmouth College grads 
who want to farm. They could go down 


many different career paths, but they are 
choosing agriculture. We want a diverse 
pool of farmers, the ones who grew up 
in the school of hard knocks — the 
traditional farm — and the ones with 
new ideas. Its great to have that mix. You 
need new ideas, new people. 

VL: How has the perception of farming 
changed sińce you were the kid milking 
cows and cleaning out pens? 

JR: There was no glory in dairy 
farming — it was hard work, long hours. 
One of the saddest things is seeing 
people who grew up on smali family 
farms and burned out — its just the 
grind of farming. Now, there is a lot of 
glory about being a food producer. Its 
important and respected. 

Now, when I go to farmers markets 
with our Black Angus beef, people are 
really excited. TheyVe heard about it or 
tried it, and they want to order from us. 

It gives you a lot of pride. ♦

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Heat and Warmth 

By Castle Freeman Jr. 

O ver the nearly 40 years in which we have lived 
in our house in Newfane, we have heated the old place 
in about every way we could. We have burned a couple of 
different kinds of oil. We have run gas heaters and electric 
heaters. Had it been possible to buy a smali home reactor 
that you could stick in the cellar and use to heat your 
house by nuclear fission, Im surę wed have had one. But 
by far, most of our heat, as with so many households in 
Vermont, has come from burning hardwood. That, too, 
we have managed in various ways. Weve used fireplaces, 
wood furnaces, and wood stoves big and little, new and old, 

imported and native-born. 
The principal heat source 
for our house, however, 
predating and outlasting 
the others, has been a 
Glenwood rangę that sits 
in the kitchen. 

The Glenwood is 
by some years the oldest 
occupant of our house, 
having begun life in about 
1920. Its madę of cast 
iron, painted black, rests 
on short, sturdy legs, also 
iron, and has a heavy, four- 
square solidity. Heavy is 
no lie. The whole outfit 
— body, oven, stovetop, 
six stove lids, firebox, four 
shelves, base and high iron back — weighs about 400 
pounds. Altogether, then, the Glenwood, in color, shape, 
size and weight, somewhat resembles a maturę black bear. 

Operating the Glenwood so it provides safe, 
satisfactory heat takes a bit of doing. There are four 
different draft Controls. (Five, if you count a smali sliding 
panel at the rear of the stovetop whose purpose I have yet 
to figurę out.) If the draft Controls are not used correctly 
in concert, then either the fire burns too fast and the heat 
goes up the chimney or the fire burns too Iow, smothers 
in its own smoke and dies. In building a fire in the 
Glenwood, you must take care to use good, dry kindling: 
seven or eight pieces. In adding fuel when the kindling is 
alight, you must also take care. Three pieces of wood. Not 


two, or the fire goes out. Not four, or the fire goes out. 

The Glenwood is designed to extract heat from its 
fuel by an ingenious system of circulating smoke. The 
firebox takes up the left side of the stove. The oven is 
mounted to the right of it. Smoke from the fire passes to 
the right, above the oven, then down the far side of the 
oven, beneath it, upward to its rear and into the smoke 
pipę connecting to the chimney. The idea is to hołd the 
hot gasses from the fire — the smoke — inside the stove, 
heating its iron mass, including the oven and the rest of 
the rangę, which then radiates its heat to the house and 
its appreciative inmates. 

I T has to be said that those same inmates appreciate 
some things about the Glenwoods heat morę than 
others. As the smoke gives up its heat along its path through 
the stove, it slows and cools. Ash, soot and creosote settle 
out and remain in the passages around the oven. Every 
couple of weeks they must be cleaned out. A shop vacuum 
cleaner helps, but much of the cleaning must be done by 
hand. Its dirty work. There is no way to do it without 
finishing up in a condition to make the sootiest, foulest, 
blackest chimney sweep in Queen Victorias London look 
like a field of newly fallen snów. 

When you add to the complexity of its operation 
and the trouble of its maintenance the truły Herculean 
job of procuring and handling the five or six cords of 
wood it consumes over a winter, heating a house with our 
Glenwood can begin to seem like work. So it is. Its hard to 
believe that, in its day, the Glenwood was regarded and sold 
as a labor-saving device. 

Nevertheless, were devoted to our old stove, not 
merely for the heat it gives us, but because of the ąuality 
of that heat. Sitting beside the Glenwood on a long, frigid 
night in January, Im aware of a whole repertoire of smali, 
restful sounds it makes as it burns its wood: clunks, sighs, 
whispers, growls. In use, the Glenwood puts me in mind 
once again of a big, benevolent bear, stirring contentedly 
in its long winter sleep, protecting us all from the cold. 
A barrel of oil, an electric coil, can make heat. They can 
make heat morę efficiently and morę conveniently than 
the Glenwood can. But we remain loyal to the Glenwood 
because it makes something morę than heat, something 
better. It makes heat plus comfort. It makes warmth.
